Much is being sai<3 and written 
withinand without our legislature 
about prison reform. 
A committee 


was sent allover the United States 
by the last legislature 
to look into 
prison affairs in other 
states, 
with 
the view of remedial measures 
in 
California prisons. 
The maudlin 
sympathy shown by the last legis- 
lature for hardened 
criminals, such 
as are 
met with in our state in- 
stitutions, had a great deal to do 
with the spirit of insubordination 
thereafter developed among the con- 
victs at San Quentin and Folsom, 
and materially helped to incite the 
outbreak at the latter prison, which 
resulted in the loss of several lives. 
That the conditions at these prisons 
may be improved by a judicious sys- 
tem ofgrading the convicts 
accord- 
ing to their record and standing, 
and promoting them from one grade 
to another 
for good behavior, 
few 
willdeny; but that any substantial

the proposed City of Jackson.^ A.man 
was present showing what territory it 
is contemplated to include within the 
town limits. 
This map embraces the 
whole of the townsite of Jackson, 
and 
takes inconsiderable territory outside. 
Itextends on the north to a point mid- 
wary between 
Jackson 
Gate 
and 
tho 
Oneida mine, taking inGhilieri's place 
of business, 
and the small settlement 
adjacent thereto. 
On the south it in- 
cludes South Jackson. 
On tho east it 
takes inBright's addition, and on the 
west a portion of Mattley's field and 
the 
Anita and 
Aliha mines. 
Much 
thought has been given to the ciuestion 
of boundaries, 
and it is not believed 
that any serious 
opposition will de- 
velop to the incorporation. 
When the 
matter gets further along the Ledger 
willdiscuss it from its various view- 
points, and explain as far as 
we aro 
able to do so, tho reasons whyit is de- 
sirable toincorporate now, and was un- 
desirable to do so four years ago. 
The 
circumstances have, changed, 
and our 
views have changed to meet tho altered 
circumstances. 
We may say here that 
ifthe conditions were the same 
today 
as they were four years ago, tho writer 
wouldas strenuously oppose the incor- 
poration of Jackson 
as ho did then. 
We believe, 
however, tho time has 
come when itwould be to the advan- 
tage of the citizens to assume 
the re- 
sponsibilities of town government. 
If 
party politics are kept out of the move- 
ment, incorporation willunder 
present 
conditions proye a b,les.sing. It should 
cost no more intaxes than wo aro now 
paying, or at most a mere trifle, not 
worthy of being weighed 
against 
tho 
benefits that willflow therefrom. 
Tho 
committee is inno hurry inthis matter. 
Itis not urgent, and they are resolved 
to take time enough to do their work 
thoroughly and ia a business-like man- 
ner. 
All of which, pres&agos 
success 
for the movement.

of persons

cused of a capital crime being appre- 
hended 
after they had succeeded 
in 
getting beyond 
the jurisdiction of the 


United States. 
The Baccigalupi case 


somo 15 years back —also a wifepoison- 
ing case —is tho only 
ono that 
ap- 


proaches itin the persistence and final 
success 
of the offorts to effect a cap- 


ture. 
Baccigalupi, however, never got 
beyond 
tho jurisdiction of the state. 
The arrest of Staples and his companion 
is due to tho thoroughness 
of Sheriff 


Norman's work in this particular case, 
which promises 
tp outrank in tragic 


interest allother murder trials in the 
criminal annals of this county. 


Dr. Staples was indicted for murder 


by the grand jury in December for tho 
murder of his wifoin Amador City in 
August last. Mrs. Hoxie was not In- 
dicted by that body. 
Acomplaint has 


been sworn to against her for the same 
crime, and a warrant issued thereon. 


One of the important points that led 


to the location of the fugitives was the 
receipt of a letter by aparty inAmador 
county from Dr. Staples. 
The letter 


was dated on the inside from St. Louis, 
but bore the postmark 
of San 
Diego. 


The natural 
inference 
was that the 


writerwas in the Southern 
California 


region. 


Monday afternoon Governor 
Pardee 


communicated with the sheriffs office, 
stating that formal extradition papers 
would not be necessary, 
as tho sur- 


render of the accused parties had been 
arranged with tho governor of Lower 
California. This would save time and 
snare 
delay in extradition formalities 


between the governments 
of the two 


countries. 
On this information Sheriff 


Norman leftfor LowerCaliforniaTues- 
day morning. 
He first went to Sacra- 


mento, to be furnished 
with the nec- 


essary papers from tbe governor, 
and 


thereafter 
proceed 
to Ensenada 
via 


railroad to San Diego. 
The distance is 


over 500 miles. The trip will likely 
take a week. 
The, sheriff went alone. 


On the return trip ho willperhaps 
re- 


quire an assistant, 
as the prisoners will 


have to be watched night and day. 


What the doctor 
was doing down 


there we have not heard. 
The 
twain 


were together; 
that is about tho only 


thing that is known. 
The portraits 


sent out with the descriptive circulars 
were so life-likethat there was no like- 
lihood of mistaken identity. 


The extradition papers 
must 
come 


from the authorities at Washington. 
Itmay take from three weeks to a 
month before all these negotiations are 
completed. 


The next thing was to get 
them in 


tho hands oflaw officers. 
This was no 


easy matter. 
To authorize theirarrest 


on this foreign soil it was necessary 
to 


get a requisition fromGovernor Pardee, 
and this authority bad to be based 
on 


documentary proofs. 
To secure 
these 


the sheriff went to San Francisco 
and 


got affidavits fromthe chemist, 
Thos. 


Price, 
who analyzed 
tho stomach 
of 


the deceased, 
and discovered 
poison, 


(arsenic) therein inquantities sufficient 
to cause death; this was supplemented 
with other 
affidavits, and 
thereupon 


the governor issued the necessary 
tele- 


graphic instructions to arrest and hold 
tho accused 
until their extradition in 


regular form could be arranged. 
E. 
Bailey, U. S. consul 
at 
Ensenada, 


made the arrest, and the pair are now 
in jailin that city, and 
will be held 


there until extradited. 


Sheriff Norman informs us that Dr. 


F. N. Staples 
aud paramour, 
Mrs. 


Hoxie, were arrostod 
last week at a 


small country place about 30 miles from 
the city of Ensenada 
in Lower Cali- 


fornia. 
The sheriff's office has been in 


possession of facts leading to the belief 
that these 
much-wanted 
parties 
were 


just over the American boundary 
line 


in the Mexican territory, for several 
weeks 
past. 
This belief led to the 


floodingof thatsection with descriptive 
circulars of the fugitives, with a picture 
of each, and offering a reward of $100 
for their apprehension. 
Recently 
he 


received letters fromthat country ask- 
ing about the reward, 
and intimating 


that $100 was not enough for a case of 
that kind. 
This and other communi- 


cations convinced the sheriff that the 
couple wore somewhere in that locality. 
He communicated 
with the chief 
of 


polico of San Diego and soon thereafter 
secured information that dissipated all 
doubts about 
the whereabouts 
of tho

the long pending suit of the Central 
Eureka Mining Co. against 
the East 
Central Eureka and James Toman and 
wife, has been 
finally decided 
by tho 
supreme court in favor of the plaintiff 
corporation. 
In l'JOl the 
Central 
Eureka commenced suit inthe superior 
court of Amador county to quiet title 
to certain quartz veins having their 
apex withintheCentral Eureka ground, 
but penetrating in their downward dip 
or trend to the east the Toman ranch,

an agricultural 
patent. 
The case 
was tried in October, 
and 
November 6 the court gave judgment 
for the plaintiff, forbidding the defend- 
ants or either of them from asserting 
any rights to the ground in dispute, or 
interfering inany way with plaintiff in 
the extraction of ores therefrom.
